The Examiner stated that claims 1-4, 9, 12 and 14-15 are unpatentable 
in view of Ziegler (6,393,348). Claims 14 and 15 are hereby cancelled 
rejection of these claims is no longer pertinent. 



As mentioned above, claim 1 has been amended to include further limitations, namely, that 
"information output circuitry" is linked to a control for a moveable part of Sirid membtsr, and said 
information output circuitry outputs information regarding use of said control. It is respectfully 
submitted that such features are not disclosed or suggested in either Ortleib or Ziegler, alone or 
in combination. Ziegler, which the Examiner stated teaches the use of an information output 
device, discloses the use of transmitters or devices for the purposes of 
functions of a passenger, and not information regarding use of a control.
